PROSPECTUS FOR 1979-80 

ADMISSION TO B. H. M. S. DEGREE Course 
" Government Homocopathic MedicalCollege, Calicut was sanctioned 

as per G. O. (Ms) No. 237/75 /HD . dated 8-10-1975 . The course 
imparted will be B. H.M. S. (Bachelor of Homocopathic Medicine 
and Surgery). The Syllabusand Curricula followed will be the 

one approved by the University of Calicut" . 
1. Eligibility for admission .-- (a ) Candidates who have passed the 
Pre-Degree Examination of the Kerala/Calicut University with Physics, 
Chemistry any Biology as optional subjects or an cxamination declared 
equivalent thereto and recognised by the University of Kerala/Calicut for 
admission to the professional courses shall be eligible for admission if they 
have secured 50 % marks in each of the optional subjects mentioned above . 
Relaxation of 5 % marks will be allowed in the case of the optional subjects 
to candidates belonging to Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribe and Other 
Backward Classes. 

(b ) Candidates who have qualified themselves for B.Sc. Degrec 
( 3 year course ) ofthe Kerala /Calicut University or any other University 
recognised by the Universities of Kerala /Calicut with Physics/Chemistry 
Zoology /Botany asmain and any one or two of the above subjects as sub 
sidiary, shall be eligible for admission . Such candidates should satisfy the 
qualification requirements in (a ) above as well. 
Note.- Marks for cach subsidiary subjcct should be given separately . 

Marks for Mathematics taken as one of the subsidiary subjects 
will not be reckoned . Candidates coming under sub -clause (b ) 
should have not less than 50 % marks in the main and subsidiary 
subjects put together. Relaxation of 5 % marks will be available 
to candidates belonging to S. C./S. T. and Other Backward 

Classes. 
2. Age.-- Applicants should have completed the age of 17 years on 31st 
December of the year of admission to the 1st B. H. M. S. Degree Course. 
No relaxation from the minimum age limit will be made on any account. 

3. Duration .-- The curriculum of studies for the B. H. M. S. Degree 
Course will extend over a period of four and a half years with twelve 
months compulsory house surgconcy /Internship . 
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4. Fees. — The fee for each year will be Rs. 360 payable in advance in 
one instalment. The registration fee payable for each year in addition to 
the above will be Rs. 15 . 

5. Number of admissions. The total number of seats for the first 
B. H.M. S. Course will be 30 (thirty ). 

6. Selection of Seats.-Scats will be distributed between Science 
Graduates and Pre-Degree holders (or equivalent courses declared as such ) 
in the ratio of 1: 1 including the seats reserved under Item No. 10 . 

If sufficient number of eligible candidates are not coming in any 
category, the vacancies will be filled by candidates from the other category. 

7. Application Forms. - Application forms can be had from the 
Principal, Government Homocopathic Medical College, Karaparamba, 
Calicut on payment of Rs. 10 towards the cost of the forms at the cash 
counter. Applicants desiring to have the forms sent to them by post should 
remit Rs. 13 for each application form . Applicants sending the amount by 
Money Order will note that the Money Orders which do not indicate in the 
Money Order Coupon the full address of the candidates and the purpose 
for which themoney is sentwill not be accepted . Postal orders will not be 
acceptable. The cost of the form shall not be refunded in any 
circumstance . 

8. How and when to apply.- (a ) Application forms correctly filled in 
together with the following documents should reach the Principal, 
Government Homoeopathic Medical College, Karaparamba , Calicut before 
5 p.m. on 20-11-1979. Late applicationswill not be considered . 

(i) True copies of course certificate and the statement of marks 
obtained in respect of all theparts in the qualifying examination . Graduates 
should submit true copies of mark lists of all the four parts of B.Sc.Degree 
examination and pass certificates along with the application . Graduates 
should also submit true copy of the mark-list of Pre-Degree Course of the 
Kerala /Calicut Universities or an equivalent examination to show that they 
have undergone approved course of study in a recognised College in the 
required Pre -professional subject, viz ., Physics, Chemistry and Biology. 

(ii) True copies of two recent conduct and character certificates, 
one from the Principal of the College in which the candidate studied last. 
(This should also mention the candidate s excellence , if any, in extra - curri 
cular activities, University Union , National Cadet Corps, etc.) and another 
from a respectable person who knows the candidate . 

(iii) True copy of S.S.L.C. to prove the date of birth and com 
munity to which the candidate belongs. 

(iv ) Migration Certificate (only in the case of students belonging to 
Universities other than the Kerala/Cálicut University ). This should be 
produced at the time of admission . 

(v) Certificate of community and income_ (from all sources) in the 
prescribed form obtained from the Tahsildar/Dy. Tahsildar of the Taluk 
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concerned in the case of candidates belonging to communities recognised by 
Government as Scheduled Caste /Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward 
Classes. In the matter of determining the community in the case of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes the information in the S.S.L.C. 
Book will form the basis. In the case of Latin Catholics it should be speci 
fied in the Community Certificate whether they belong to the group " Latin 
Catholics other than Anglo -Indians" or not. 

(vi) Certificate of residence or certificate of region of education in 
the prescribed form . Only one of the certificates required under this clause 
need be filled in the form . In respect of applications which contain both 
the certificates, the Certificate of Residence alone will be considered . 

(vii) Nativity Certificate from the Tahsildar of the respective 
Taluk. 
Note. - 1. The certificate of residencementioned in para 4 (v ) of the 

G. O. ( P ) 208 /66 /Edn ., dated 2-5-1966 will not apply in the 
case of applicantswho are children of Central Government 
employees not belonging to the State but who are serving in 
the State at the time of submission of applications. This is 
subject to the condition that the selection in respect of the 
candidates will be on the basis of merit along with other 

candidates belonging to the State. 
This concession will also be extended to the children ofthe 

employees of UNICEF and other agencies of the United 
Nations and to the children of personswho are not domiciled 
in the State but who are employed in Registered Joint Stock 
Companies (Private and Public) and in other Government 
recognised institutions in the State at the time of admission 
to the College subject to the conditions that 
(1) The applicants will have to take their chance along 

with other applicants from the State on State wide 

merit basis; and 
(2) A certificate from the institution concerned that the 

parent of the applicant is a permanent employee of 
that institution should be enclosed along with the 

application . 
Note . - 2. Documents or details furnished after the last date fixed for 

receipt of the applications in the College Office will not be 
considered . No claim arising out of any belated furnishing 
of documents or details shall be entertained as a matter of 

right. 
( viii ) Chalan (from any State Government Treasury in the Kerala 
State) for Rs. 15 (fifteen ) credited to the Government of Kerala under the 
head 080 MEDICAL ( B ) OTHER SYSTEMS OF MEDICINE (b ) 
HOMOEOPATHY 1. TUITION AND OTHER FEES " . This registration 
feewill not be refunded in the case of those who fail to get admission and 


will be adjusted towards registration fee in the case of selected candidates. 
Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes and Kudumbi students are exempted 
from the payment of this registration fee. 

( ix ) Certificate of proficiency in extra -curricular activities in the 
prescribed from . 
Note . - 3 . (i) True Copies of the certificates referred to in item 9 above 

should be attested by a Gazetted Officer or by the head 
of the institution in which the candidate studied last. 

The originals need be produced only when called for. 
(ii) The candidates will have to produce on demand any other 

certificate/record that may be prescribed by Government 

in addition to those already specified above. 
(b) Applications with the prescribed documents carefully attached 
to it should be sent by Registered Post to the Principal, Government 
Homoeopathic Medical College, Karaparamba, Calicut. Applications 
submitted with defective or incomplete certificates will be rejected . No 
application will be received in person in the College Ofice except on the 
last date for the submission of application . The cover should be super 
scribed thus " APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION TO B. H. M. S. 
DEGREE COURSE" . 

9. Canvassing influencing etc., of the members of the Selection Committee.- 
Applicants who attempt to canvass or influence the members ofthe Selection 
Committee directly or through relatives or friends will bedisqualificd. 

10. Selection for admission , reservation for SCs./S.Ts./Other Backward 
Classes on regional basis.-- Selection of candidates will be on the basis of merit 
as laid down in G.O. (Ms) No. 237/75 /HD ., dated 8-10-1975 and subject 
to the provisions contained in G. O. (P ) 208 /66/Edn ., dated 2-5-1966 and 
subsequent orders of the Government regarding reservation for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes reservation for 
Malabar and Travancore -Cochin area etc. The decision of Government on 
all matters concerning admission shall be final. 

11. Payment of fees. The prescribed fee should be paid into any of the 
Government Treasuries in the Kerala State after intimation of selection is 
received and the chalan receipt forwarded to the Principal . 

12. Penalty for default. If the treasury chalan in support of the remit 
tance of tuition fee is not received in the College Office on or before the 
date notified in this behalf the selection of the candidate concerned is liable 
for automatic cancellation . 

13. Date of joining.-- Selected candidates who pay the required fees 
in time should join the College on the date notified in this behalf. 

14. Medical check-up. - Candidates provisionally selected for admission 
to the Medical College shall undergo a thorough medical check -up in the 
manner prescribed by the Principal of the College. Candidates found 
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medically unfit will not be admitted to the medical studies. The decision 
of the Government in the matter ofdisqualification of candidates on medical 
grounds shall be final. 

15. Discipline:-Before admission to the College concerned , the selec 
ted candidate should submit the declaration given below duly signed by 
him /her and attested by his /her parent or guardian as the case may be . 
Admission will be refused if this declaration is not produced .

- At the time of admission the 
student should deposit Rs. 25 (Rupees twenty five) as caution money and 
pay Rs 15 (Rupees fifteen ) as annual subscription to the College Union and 
College Magazine, Rs. 15 (Rupees fifteen ) as annual fee for Athletics, Rs. 5 
(Rupees five) as Stationery Fee , Rs. 2 (Rupees two) towards Calendar Fce . 
Re. 1 (Rupee one) towards Students Aid Fund, Re. 1 (Rupee one) towards 
Affiliation Fee to the University and Re. 1 (Rupee one) towards fre for the 
University Youth Magazine . 

17. College Union and Athletics.-- All students should become members 
f the College Union and are expected to take part in games and athletics. 
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18. Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes Students. - 
Students of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Backward Classes 
eligible for educational concessions are exempted from the payment of fees as 
per orders of the Government issued in this regard from timeto time.
